WILLIiM  CHURCH,  first  of  ancestors  on  record,  came  from  England  and 
settled  in  Lower  Norfolk  County,  Va.,  before  1644* 

His  son,  Richard  Church  I,  was  born  before  1666  and  married  Mary  Sayer, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Sayer,  who,  too,  came  from  England  and  settled  in  Warwick, 
Squeake  Co.,  Va.  before  1623. 

Very  little  is  known  of  William  Church,  but  following  are  few  references  on 
Richard  Church  I.  : 


Lower  Norfolk  Co.,  Va. ,  Deed  Book,  p.411:  In  1653  Richard  Church  assigns  land  rights.

Page  244:  Mr.  Thomas  Sayer  did  by  his  last  will  and  testament  bequeath  to  his 
children  female  cattle...  &  not  to  be  divided  or  sold  till  they  come  of  age.

I  am  sure  yours  comes)  each  account  adds  something. 

I  am  sorry  you  do  not  feel  that  you  can  go  on  with  the  study.  With  so  much  of  the 
territory  covered,  with  the  very  good  clue  that  he  came  from  a  prominent  family  from 
a  nearby  county,  with  the  same  tradition  of  the  Richmond  branch  of  the  family,  which 
can  prove  it  came  from  the  Gloucester  branch,  with  the  seeming  closing  in  of  George 
W.  and  John,  and  the  ability  to  eliminate  certain  Johns  because  you  know  yours  was 
67  years  old  in  October  1835,  it  seems  to  me,  that  at  some  future  date  when  you  have 
the  desire  to  go  ahead,  you  perhaps  will  find  an  answer.  I  certainly  hope  so.

Dear  Maj.  Shepherd, 

I  came  immediately  home  from  oar  conference  and  wrote  Miss 
Redstone.  I  believe  I  covered  all  the  points  in  the  Shepherd  noted  we  had  that 
gave  any  clue  as  to  the  English  connection.  I  had  also  the  Waltham  fact,  and 
there  is  something  of  the  father  and  son  in  Northampton,  but  as  I  told  you,  I 
only  remained  there  two  days  and  I  spent  all  my  time  getting  what  there  was  on 
Shepherd. 

I  am  enclosing  some  very  interesting  facts,  I  think,  on  the  re¬ 
sult  of  a  day  at  York town.  As  you  see,  I  hardly  scratched  the  surface,  for  I 
had  to  hunt  that  John  Camp  will  without  the  benefit  of  index,  except  in  the  vo¬ 
lume  which  the  will  was  recorded.  1  found  the  other  notes  while  hunting  the 
will,  for  the  most  part. 

I  pick  up  the  Q&mps  in  Norfolk  city,  John  and  William,  also  George, 
by  1796,  so  there  most  be  more  of  them  between  1788  and  the  Norfolk  date,  in  the 
York  records.  Likewise  there  may  he  something  of  them  before  1753*  You  should 
be  the  judge  of  whether  I  shall  pursue  this. 

The  enclosed  Whiddon  notes  make  your  line  very  clear  through  Capt. 

John.  The  instrument  whereby  Capt.  John  gave  certain  things  to  the  children  of 
Caws on  is  by  no  means  a  will,  as  Mr.  McIntosh nakes  it,  but  rather  a  dead  to  the 
children  of  Abigail  Church  Cavson-Whiddon,  w£om  John  had  recently  married  and  whom 
perhaps  he  was  establishing  in  the  county,  or  making  some  settlement  between  them  and 
their  mother*s  dower  from  her  husband,  and  their  father  Jonas  Cawson,  deceased  in 
1726.  This  John  Whiddon* s  will  is  the  one  of  174&*  The  dates  on  all  the  writings 
fit  perfectly,  as  do  names  &c... 

The  Keeling  lines  are  the  most  intricate  I  have  ever  attempted  to 
unravel,  even  more  involved  are  the  Adams,  the  Williams,  the  Johns,  of  the  Keelings 
then  the  Joels  and  Henrys  of  the  Comicks.  I  think  I  will  have  a  solution  before 
long  and  that  will  be  accurate  and  will  stand  any  test. 

Does  the  Argali  in  the  Church  children  pique  you?  Aim  Anne  Church 
married  Argali  Thorovgood;  the  daughter  of  Ann  Trevathan  married  Thomas  Thorovgood 
(Ann  Trevathan  was  a  Church);  the  Thorowgoods  are  the  only  ones  in  Princess  Anne 
that  had  the  name  Argali,  and  they  came  by  it  through  Frances  Yardley,  of  Argali 
Yeardley,  who  married  the  second  Adam  Thorovgood.  I  wonder  what  the  connection  is? 

There  is  nothing  further  to  tell  you  on  the  Langley.  There  is  a  ^nd- 
Langley  marriage ,  but  it  is  an  Elizabeth  Langley,  I  thick  of  Thomas  who  married  per¬ 
haps  a  Ree.  And  by  the  way  1  have  not  yet  attempted  to  find  out  who  Mary  Ann  Land 
was.  I  thought  it  best  to  finish  up  some  of  the  lines  already  under  way.  It  may 
be  in  doing  them  I  shall  turn  up  her  maiden  name. 

Miss  Sallie  tells  me  your  family  got  happily  away  on  Monday,  and  that 
Mrs.  Shepherd  is  much  better.  Of  this  I  am  glad. 

I  shall  be  glad  to  have  you  indicate  your  wishes  about  any  of  the 
enclosed  matter  and  how  we  shall  follow  up,  if  at  all.  No  where  do  I  find  BdeB 
before  the  Camp,  and  they  were  surely  here  before  the  Revolution*.  The  ^orktown 
facts  must  tie  up  the  Camps  here  in  Norfolk.  Also  there  is  much  of  Massenburg  in 
contemporary  York  Records.

Dear  Mr.  Rutherford: 

My  investigation  of  sene  of  the  Whiddon-Church-Sawyer  records 
at  the  Virginia  State  Library  has  finally  been  ac comp  1  i shed . 

I  an  glad  to  report  that  the  abstract  of  the  1748-50  will  of 
John  Whiddon  contained  in  the  material  you  sent  me  was  in¬ 
complete  and  that  he  does  name  his  son  John.  I  am  enclosing 
a  full  abstract  of  that  will  since  you  do  not  have  all  of  the 
information  it  contains. 

Whether  there  was  one  or  two  Richard  Churches  in  Norfolk  County 
is  still  not  clear  to  me  but  after  looking  at  the  full  text 
of  some  of  the  records  which  are  cited  briefly  in  your  notes 
I  am  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  there  was  only  one  Richard 
Church.  The  1690  records  (Norfolk  Co.  Bk.  5  p.  127) ,  one  of 
which  is  signed  by  Richard  and  wife  Elizabeth  and  the  other 
only  by  Richard,  refer  to  the  same  man.  In  one  case  the  wife 
had  to  join  her  husband  according  to  law,  in  the  other  case 
he  did  not. 

Mrs.  Abigail  Whiddon* s  deposition  in  1738  in  regard  to  her 
Cawson  children  (Princess  Ann  Deed  Book  5,  p.  267)  gives  her 
age  as  about  fifty  years.  While  this  is  not  definite  it 
puts  her  birth  about  1688.  We  know  that  Richard  Church  had 
a  wife  Elisabeth  in  1690.  There  is  a  strong  inference  from 
this  that  Elizabeth,  rather  than  Mary  Sawyer,  was  Abigail's 
mother. 


I  am  uncertain  whether  the  problem  can  ever  be  resolved 
satisfactorily.  Any  search  to  attempt  to  do  so,  however, 
would  require  much  time. 

The  booklet  containing  data  on  the  S ay r e-Chur ch-whidden  line 
is  returned  herewith.

1  am  not  sure  that  your  John  was  of  Augustine*  It  may  be  that  by 
reading  a  few  Minutes  this  can  be  cleared  up* 

I  was  surely  bewildered  over  the  Massenburg  line  and  my  utter  f  allure 
to  find  old  Martha  mentioning  her  Camp  daughter*  I  think  her  reference 
to  her  Walks  son  in  law  made  me  feel  that  she  had  strong  feelings,  and  that 
perhaps  her  Camp  daughter  had  displeased  her,  and  therefore  no  mention  had 
been  made*  That  did  not  altogether  satisfy  me,  because  I  also  felt  she 
would  have  cut  them  off  perhaps,  unless  the  daughter  had  died  and  she  felt 
that  would  already  out  the  grandchildren  out* 

I  am  so  glad  to  send  you  such  a  complete  record*  There  isn't  a  fact 
lacking*  The  Camps  came  to  the  county,  or  city,  just  after  the  Revolution, 
judging  from  the  few  facts,  I  have  picked  up,  but  I  shall  go  into  them 
more  completely  now  the  Whidden  is  settled*

Your  letter  cane  on  yesterday’s  mail,  I  hasten  to  ansv/er  it.

There  was  no  intention  on  ray  part  in  sending  the  Camp  chart  to  do  more  than  carry 
out  my  interpretation  of  a  request  I  had  from  you  in  a  letter  concerning  Camp  data 
I  had  sent  you.  Before  me  is  an  undated  letter  of  yours  asking  that  I  do  something 
with  it)  you  were  through  your  exams  and  were  finding  time  for  your  family  compilation. 
I  also  understood  when  you  were  here  that  you  still  wanted  the  data  studied. 

I  did  not  see  any  use  in  mulling  over  the  notes  until  we  had  proved  which  John  Camp 
was  he  who  came  to  Norfolk*  When  that  was  truly  determined  I  got  all  I  had,  all  I 
could  find,  and  tried  sincerely  to  reconstruct  a  line  that  would  hold  water.  And 
I  8  till  think  it  is  O.K.  The  Can  pa  were  not  here  early.  Mrs.  Nugent  has  published 
the  early  Virginia  land  patents  to  1 666,  and  at  that  time  there  was  nothing  to  add 
to  what  we  knew.  I  had  been  hoping  her  second  volume  would  be  available  soon*  She 
told  me  last  December  it  would  be  off  the  press  the  first  of  the  year*  And  still  it 
has  not  come* 

There  is  a  very  accurate  index  by  name  of  all  patentees,  arranged  by  books,  in  the 
land  office*  From  this  it  would  be  possible  to  determine  when  and  where  Camps  first 
had  land,  for  surely  they  must  have  patented  acres* 

I  checked  back  what  I  had  on  Camp  from  York  records  and  found  I  had  not  passed  over 
any  item,  unless  it  be  in  wills  or  deeds  made  by  others,  the  name  Camp  to  be  found 
either  as  descriptive  of  lands  or  ownership,  or  Camp  to  be  found  as  devisees.  As 
you  know,  we  only  get  those  items  when  records  are  studied  at  length  and  read  con¬ 
secutively,  page  by  page. 

In  making  the  wives  of  John  Camp  and  John  Crawley  first  cousins,  I  believe  you  miss 
a  generation)  but,  in  the  old  days  they  often  married  first  cousins* 

I’ll  be  glad  to  see  what  the  (Sreen  papers  have  that  will  interest  you.  Of  course 
the  Cowles  Is  very  important  as  is  the  Mara  ton.  Of  these,  if  I  remember  correctly, 

I  talked  with  you. 

Now  about  the  Princess  Anne  parts  I  had  been  to  the  Oourt  House  and  looked  into 
the  matter  of  Frances,  wife  of  Edward  Land,  whom  Mrs.  Heyer  said  was  Langley*  I 
have  never  believed  that*  On  the  contrary,  I  have  worked  up  a  line  fen*  her*  If 
you  do  not  care  for  this  material  now,  it  can  be  put  away  until  you  do  have  time 

again* 

Also,  I  have  worked  out  the  Gaskins*  mother  I  told  you  I  felt  there  was  a  clue 
concerning*  I  have  tried  to  put  in  several  days  of  reading  the  Princess  Anne  records 
each  month*  In  the  year  I  have  read  rather  carefully  five  deed  books  in  which  at 
that  date  wills  and  administration  were  recorded.  It  is  in  this  reading  that  I  have 
picked  up  clues  that  have  been  worth  following,  not  only  in  your  lines  but  in  other 
tangles* 

One  other  thing  about  John  Camp  and  Mary  Green i  It  may  be  that  she  was  a  second 
wife,  the  first  not  being  from  Gloucester.  In  that  event  the  marriage  record  is 
supposed  to  follow  the  residence  of  the  bride.  I  know  that  Thomas  Gamp  married 

in  Kingston  Parish  of  Gloucester,  later  Mathews  Co*  . . After  I  "w*ote  the 

foregoing  from  memory,  it  did  not  ring  true.  I  got  out  notes  I  had  and  find  On 
June  23,  17^6  was  bora  Robert  Camp,  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Camp;  he  was  baptised 
on  August  1st*  The  record  is  from  a  photostat  of  Kingston  Register  in  the  State 
Archives. 
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It  has  been  quite  "warn  this  summer ;  our  new  home,  however,  has  been  shady  and  cool* 
All  the  breezes  come  over  the  water*  It  looks  as  though  we  will  have  an  early  fall; 
the  dry  hot  weather  is  causing  the  leaves  to  begin  turning* 

Yes,  I  have  been  doing  some  work  for  Addie  West.  It  is  interesting,  but  very 
difficult*  Each  of  the  things  she  has  indicated  as  wanting  has  run  into  a  snag, 
and  you  know  I  have  to  be  convinced*

I  regret  not  answering  your  letter  of  Aug.  20th  before  but  we  have  had  two  sets 
of  house  guests  including  Dr.  Driver  so  together  with  my  studies  my  time  has  been 
filled. 

I  am  afraid  that  you  misinterpeted  my  last  letter.  Of  course  I  wanted  the  Camp 
line  worked  out  nor  did  I  intend  to  convey  the  meaning  that  I  was  questioning 
your  work.  In  your  own  letter  you  asked  me  "IS  THIS  THE  ANSWER"  •  Since  I  had 
also  spent  quite  a  little  tine  over  the  first  generations  of  Camps  and  could  never 
decide  whether  the  first  John  came  from  John  b.  1688  or  John  bapt.  I698  I  was 
anxious  to  assertain  just  why  you  attached  him  to  the  latter.  I  also  never  could 
figure  out  who  the  father  William  father  of  Stripplehill  was  since  William  is  not 
listed  as  a  child  of  William  and  Grace.  If  our  John  is  a  son  of  William  and  Grace 
who  are  the  John  and  Peter  b.  1688  and  98,  also  sore  of  a  William  Canp.  It  seems 
so  unusual  that  there  should  be  two  Johns  and  two  Peters  of  two  Williams  so  close 
together.  Could  it  be  that  they  were  one  and  the  same  family.  That  John  B.  1688 
but  not  baptised  until  1698  is  the  same  person.  In  other  words  baptized  might  mean 
that  he  was  confirmed  uhich  would  happend  when  he  was  ten  j^ars  old.  These  are  all 
points  which  are  not  yet  clear  in  my  mind.  Of  course  they  are  minor  items  and  of 
no  particular  consiquence  as  the  rest  of  the  line  holds  water  as  you  ep  reas  it. 

Altho  I  am  very  busy  with  my  school  work  I  am  always  glad  to  receive  and  place 
on  file  any  items  of  interest  that  you  may  run  across.  You  may  send  me  what  material 
you  have  on  hand  regarding  the  Land  and  Gaskins  families.

Dear  Col.  Shepherd, 

Your  letter  came  yesterday.  I  hasten  to  send  you  the  Camp 
line.  There  are  many  other  facts  that  I  might  note  byway  of  corroborating 
the  matter  as  it  stands.  The  Thomas  Green  family  came  to  James  City  County! 
the  Green  family  came  into  your  Crawley  line,  if  you  recall.  In  the  Green 
line  is  a  Rebecca.  Recall  that  Rebecca  Camp  died  in  James  City  County;  there 
was  a  suit  over  her  will,  hence  there  is  preserved  an  abstract  of  it  in  the 
Virginia  County  Record  Series.  In  this  will  she  makes  a  devise  to  John,  William 
and  George  Camp,  sons  of  John.  At  York  there  is  a  deed  from  Susanna,  wife  of 
Abner  Piggott  to  RICHARD  GREEN  of  James  City  County  for  her  rights  in  the  bounty 
lands  of  Thad  Kelley  de c ’ d . ,  which  came  to  Susanna  from  Rebecca  Camp,  the  aunt 
of  Kelly. 

I  find  that  there  is  a  complete  genealogy  of  the  Green  family  as  well  as  the  notes 
in  the  Valentine  Museum  of  which  I  wrote  you.  All  these  lines  seem  to  have  been 
important  here  and  before  they  came* 

But  I  must  hurry  to  catch  the  mail l  I  shall  try  to  get  to  Princess  Anne  soon 
and  see  if  my  Land  clue  is  any  good.
